Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1-7 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6668880. This is a double patenting 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Emery 
(5174098). 

Emery discloses: 

A vehicle turret comprising first & second engine thereon (col. 2, In 33-37; fig 1); 

At least one boom (ref 14); 

An operation head & comminuting device (ref 16); 

A comminuting motor, hydraulic (col. 3, In 36; ref 64) (in re cl. 20-21 , 24); 

A cooling system (ref 154) (in re cl. 21 , 25).
